1. (currently amended) An information signal transmiGsion device^ connected to a 
network, for tranomitting an information signal, th e d e vic e comprising: 

at least one object for generating messages concerning events occurring in the 
information signal device: 

an event manager for directing the messages generated by the object to destinations 
within and outside the information signal device: 

a network messenger for transmitting the messages generated bv the object to a specified 
destination on the network directed bv the event manager: 

an information broadcasting device for broadcasting a m e ssag e the messages generated 
bv the object having unspecified destinations to the network as directed bv the event manager, 
and 

an information r e c e iv e r for r e c e iving a m e ssag e broadcast to th e n e t^ ^ ^ork; and 
an e v e nt manag e r for d e liv e ring th e broadcast m e ssag e within th e d e vic e , w herein afi-the 
messages generated bv the object can e xchang e a m e ssag e with an unsp e cifi e d d e stination are 
delivered w ithout any discriminatio n bv the object as to whether the destinations of the messages 
are b e tw ee n outside aftd-K)r inside the information signal device by exchanging the m e ssag e 
messages with the event manager in a one-to-one communication. 

2. (currently amended) An information signal transmission device according to 
Claim 1, wherein an information transmitt e r t he broadcasting device b roadcasts each message 
with reference information attached thereto, the reference information changing according to a 
predetermined sequence at each message broadcasting, and holds the broadcast m e ssag e , 
messages and transmits the held m e ssag e h e ld bv th e information transmitt e r messages in 
response to a transmission request fi-om the event manager . 
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3. (currently amended) An information signal transmission device according to 
Claim 1, wherein th e information r e c e iv e r broadcasting device also receives broadcast messages 
from the network, and recognizes a change in the-reference information attached to the m e ssag e 
a broadcast message received from the network , and requests a sender of the broadcast message 
to retransmit the message in response to a result of the recognition. 

4. (currently amended) An information signal transmission device according to 
Claim 2, wherein the information transmitt e r b roadcasting device b roadcasts, in a predetermined 
repetition period, verification information having a predetermined relationship with the reference 
information. 

5. (currently amended) An information signal transmission device according to 
Claim 4, wherein the information transmitt e r b roadcasting device deletes the held message at a 
moment a duration longer than twice the predetermined repetition period elapses. 

6. (currently amended) An information signal transmission device according to 
Claim 3, wherein th e information r e c e iv e r t he broadcasting device receives broadcast messages 
from the network, and also receives verification information transmitted to the network, and 
requests a device, which has transmitted the verification information, to transmit the message 
when there is no predetermined relationship between the received verification information and 
the reference information attached to the received message.
